The Hon. E. J. FeutliorRton, Agent- 
Goaeial for Now Zoahiud, died at 
Brighton on th(y,9th.inat. Ever sinco 
the passing of the New Zealand Con- 
stitutiou Act, in 1853, Mr. Feather- 
stone has been continuously engaged 
in the servico of the colony. During 
the Maori "War bo took the field at the 
head of a native contingent, and dis- 
played such remarkable personal cour- 
age in leading them into aciion that he 
received the dibtiuction of the New 
Zealand Cross, a decoration which is 
only conferred on the same conditions 
as the jViptjOria Cross. Besides being 
the cheii of the executive of kis pro- 
vince, Mr, Featherston was twice a 
member of the Cabinet, and was sev- 
eral times employed by the Colonial 
Government in important miasious to 
the Imperial and other Governments. 
' Hot ,M^e^y's ' Ogfvertimen^ having 
been informed that another scheme is 
in progress for promoting emigration 
from the United Kingdom to Brazil, 
the Emigration Commissioners have 
been directed by the Secretary os State 
to remind intending emigrants of the 
unhappy results that have attended 
previous schemes of emigration to that 
country. The emigrants did not ob- 
tain their laud, sickness broke out 
among them, many died, and those 
who were able to do so made their way 
down to the capital in the hope of ob- 
taining assistance from her Majesty's 
Minister there. Since then some of 
/tfiie widows and children of the men 
who have died have been sent homo, 
some of the emigrants have been re- 
moved to other settlements, and her 
Majesty's Minister is still engaged in 
endeavouring to obtain from the Gov- 
ernment of Brazil aHsistanco for those 
that remain. The accounts which 
these emigrants give of their present 
situation show that they have suiTered 

freat^batid^sbips and privations, and 
ave been fat from improving their 
condition by emigration to Brazil. The 
Bottlemont whicli it is now proposed to 
form appears from the prospectus put 
out by the promoters to be situated on 
the high lands, where the climate is 
healthy and the soil fertile. But, on 
jthe-other hand, it is remote from any 
'^aSrket at which the settlers could sell 
their surplus produce, or procure the 
supplies they might require, the near- 
est town of any size, Curitiba, the 
capital of the province, being at Ihe 
,^:di8tapo^ Ot^ixty-jt^o miles. 

Mr. Carter has opened the new en- 
quiry ordered by the Queen's Bench 
Division into the circumstances under 
v.-hich the hito Mr. Bravo, of The 
Priory, Balhiun, came by bin death. 
The jury tirst viewed the body of the 
deceased, which had been exhumed 
i6i that purpose. Mr. Joseph Bravo, 
t^e deceased's step-father, who was 
occupied in eiviug evidence the great- 
er portion of the day, said in mnny 
conversations with hm stop-son tlio 
latter had expressed an opidiou that 
suicide us a cowardly act. He was 
not a man likely to commit suicide, 
aTid the witness know of no cause, 
pecuniary or otlierwiso, why lie 
should bo tempted to destroy him- 
self. Some rather remarkable letters 
from the widow of the deceased to the 
' witness were produced aud read in 
' Odtirfc. The remniuder of the day 
was occupied iu taking the evidence 
of Mr. JoHoph Moore aud Mr. (ieorge 
Harrison, two of the medical attend- 
ants of the deoeiftSedJ' The Attorney- 
General was present to watch the case 
on behalf of the Crown. Tlio enquiry 
is expected to last a week. 

The Queen has approved the ap- 
pointment of I\lr. J. T. Ingham, M ag- 
istrato of the Hammersmith and 
Wandsworth Police Oonrts, as Ohnf 
Magistrate of the Police Courts of tho 
Metropolis, in the room of Sir. Thomas

The announcement of Loyd Dufior- 
in'B intended visit has been the signal 
for a not altogether unnatural ebuli- 
tion of popular feeling on "tBS'SH^- 
Borbing subject of Columbia's groat 
grievance, and, as was, perhaps, to bo 
expected intompoiate porBoiishave Bpokon 
intemperate words and threateneS: in- 
temperate acts. Some people, with 
more zeal than knowledge, have even 
talked seriously about placing ungra- 
cious and seditious mottoes and senti- 
ments upon arches under which the 
Vice-regal visitor is expected to pass; 
— not that we apprehend any danger 
of such threats being carried into ef- 

' feet. Now, nobody can be surprised 
at this. Everybody, whig and tory, 
man and woman, feels the keenest 
disappointment on account of Canada's 
failure to commence railway construc- 
tion in five years which was Holomnly 

' promised' in two; although every body 
may not altogetV jr lose sight of the 

' fiiotithat tiiere are extenuating circum- 
stances on tl^fl aide of Canada,— that 
•the preliminary work of survey has 
proved to be much greater thaii was 
anticipated by either of the high con- 
tracting p^tiesl' ^d that the work of 
surveyi''klthdu^h, perhaps, somewhat 
diifuBepMi».i4l^ alil,Li)een prosecuted 
with no inconsiderable rigor. Possi- 
bly the unsuccessful and, therefore, 
unhappy attempts at readjustment of 
the basis of the cardinal Term of Union 
may have contributed towards the in« 
tenBi,fioation of public, dissatisfaction. 
tTnddubtidljr' it has increased, if it has 
not created, that unhappy feeling of 
distrust which has grown up in the 
public mind. But the more iinnio- 
diate object of the present writing in 
to point out that there ia a right way 
Biid a wrong way to bring a common 
and- imiverBally admitted grievance 
under the notice of our illustrious vis- 
itor. Lord Dufferin comes, in a sense, 
the invited guest of the whole people. 
He comes also as the Queen's Eepre- 
santative in his capacity of Governor- 
Geqeral of [the Dominion of Canada. 
As loyal subjects of the Queen and as 
members of the Dominion, we owe 
him respect and loyalty in both of 
these capacities, and it would ill be- 
come ua, it would be most unfortunate 
to mar the happy and loyal character 
of the occasion by any ill-timed obtru- 

' " Bioln of our common grievance, more 
especially in the offensive form threat- 
ened by some. But, while wo owe it 
to the Queen and to our own self-res- 
pect to accord to Lord Dufiferin a 
courteous, hearty, loyal welcoiqe to 
this diaCttnt-^ Province, there is, all 
tnust feel, a duty which, as true men, 
we owe to ourselves and to our oliil- 
dren, — that of bringing our great, great 
grievance before this representative 
and illustrious visitant— provided fitt' 
ing opportunity be presented. Nor 
do we doubt that such opportunity 
Hhall be afforded. We have said Lord 
Dufferin comes to us as the Queen's 
Representative. In that capacity, ac- 
cording to strict constitutional usage, 
although he might listen to Columbia'H 
plaint, ho could not redress our griev- 
ance. Strictly speaking he can only 
act on the advice of his Ministers. In 
this view, it might be somewhat un- 
satisfactory to approach His Excollon- 
oy on the subject of the nonfulfil- 
meut of the principal condi- 
tion upon which British Oolumbia en- 
tered the Confederated British Empire 
of North A.merica. But we believe it 
will be known veiy soon after his ar- 
rival amongst us that Lord Dull'uria 
comes also in another capacity— that 
of Canada's vicegerent, so to ppoak; 
that he has been advised by his Minis- 
ters, who are scarcely loss anxious 
than the people of Columbia for a 
mutually satisfactory adjustment uf 
existing differences, to aaaumo the 
delicate office of meditator ana embas- 
sador. We d(^ not believe that so im- 
portant an occasion would, under the 
circumstances, be allowed to pass un- 
utilised in the direction of improving 
ihe relations existing between this 
Province and the Dominion; nor do 
•we know of any man better fitted in 
every respect to undertake the delicate 
. itask. Should this theory prove to be 
correct, and what wo have written is 
. noi mere guesswork, it will at once bo 
aeon that Columbia will, at the right 
time, find the door open to hor; and, 
in this connection, wo cannot help re- 
grettipg the tone and spirit in which 
a local print counsels the people to 
meet Lord Dufferin. Wo cannot say 
that we altogether regret, however wo 
may disapprove, the violent attitude 
and oxpreHBions of 'soiiDfe^&taongSt Us; 
nor are v7o careful to conceal this fea- 
tnte of the occasion. It has its use. 
It will serve to show how deeply the 

"' people feel, how thoroughly, painfully 
earnest they are, and how urgently 
a remedy is demanded. But it must 
auroly bo perfectly _ clear • to eyery 
thinking person that if Lord Duflferin 
ifl to be approachod at all on this sub- 
jecl it should be in a re8pootful,calm, 
moderate but manly spirit— not with 
the offensLVO, coarao bounce and blus- 
tor advocated by our misguided con- 
temporary . To refer to Lord Luffenn 
,vu ''nlaying into Mr. ^Maokenm'B 
i.uiids " as "peddling new terms 
through the country," la indeed an ill 



prelude to the important negotiations 
which all should hope to see under- 
taken and carried to a successful and 
satisfactory issuo within the next few 
weeks. It is a gross libel on the com- 
munity and indicates how ; fearfully 
and fatally poor Columbia would be 
misled were she again to commit the 
error of entrusting hor affairs to a 
certain clique. No. Columbia wants 
UQ "dough-faced and putty-headed 
(whatever that may mean) people at 
this = juncture;" but she does want 
sensible, moderate, business men, who 
can conduct themsolvcH and the im- 
portant negotiations with common de- 
cency and respect. She made a mis- 
take in insulting Mr. Mackenzie 
through his embassador and refusing 
to accept Lord Carnarvon's terms. 
Sho cannot afford, ovou if sho would, 
to make the still greater mistake of 
insulting Lord DutVorin and, as our 
contemporary suggests, figliting both 
Canada and ^Sogland ! What Columbia 
wants is peace'-aifd- her just rights— 
not blatant gasconade, .. . :
